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Consumer Price Indices 
Czechoslovakia. 


A new series of cost-of-living indices was introduced in the October issue 
of the Supplement. 

This index, which is computed by the Czechoslovak Statistical Office, 
covers the whole country and relates to families of wage earners and salaried 
employees. It is based on a family budget survey carried out in 1955 cover- 
ing 1,126 households (composed on the average of four consumption units), 
of which 933 were households of wage earners and salaried employees. 

1955 survey has since been extended and now covers 3,000 households. 
The prices of the articles and the cost of the services making up the index 
are cheno fixed by the Government and are uniform throughout the country. 


The details of price changes (which, as a rule, only take place once a year) are 
taken from official announcements. Information regarding rents is taken 
from census figures. The index is computed as a weighted arithmetic average 
with fixed base. The number of items and services entering into the composi- 
tion of the index is as follows :

El Salvador (San Salvador ). 


A new series of consumer price indices (original base June 1954= 100 
was introduced in the October issue of the Supplement. 

This index is based on the results of a family expenditure survey carried 
out between 25 May and 23 June 1954 covering 300 wage earners’ families of 
five members each, in San Salvador, Mejicanos and Villa Delgado. The 
retail prices used in computing the index are ascertained once a month. 
Information on rent and expenditure on lighting is collected once a quarter 
in respect of the dwellings occupied by the families at the time of the survey. 
The index is computed as a weighted arithmetic average with fixed base.

STATISTICAL SUPPLEMENT 


Poland. 


A new series of consumer price indices, compiled by the Polish National 
Statistical Office on the original base 1949=100, was introduced in the 
October issue of the Supplement. 

This index is caleulated on the basis of four detailed indices, which differ 
from one another according to the type of survey used and the character of 
the services composing them, namely— 


(1) retail price index in the socialised sector ; 

(2) index of price of meals in restaurants, works canteens, etc. ; 
(3) market price index ; 

(4) services price index. 


The items and services making up the index are selected in proportion 
to turnover. The index is a chain index with annual link relatives. It is 
weighted by the turnover of the retail trade and the over-all value of con- 
sumer services. 

The prices of 80 per cent. of the items and services, which are fixed by 
the Government and are uniform throughout the country, are taken from 
current official price schedules. Those of certain f products (fruit, 
vegetables, potatoes and milk), which are liable to seasonal and regional 
variations, are fixed by local authorities. Retail establishments note the 
prices of these articles and forward the average monthly weighted prices to 
the Central Statistical Office. In addition, the prices of articles sold on the 
free agricultural market are ascertained at least once a week in 350 towns. 
Prices in private retail trade are not ascertained owing to their minor im- 
portance (between 3 and 4 per cent. of total consumption).
